At first he feels lonely and hopeless here, but with the 
help of the church workers, he gradually accepts the other children as brothers and 
sisters, and when Uncle Louie is cured by the church doctors and returns to Leo with a 
wonderful surprise, Leo knows that he now has two homes, one with his uncle and one in 
the church. Simply illustrated in black and white, this pleasant story introduces the 
young reader to life in Alaska and explores the various functions of the Evangelical 
church there.

This makes no pretense of evading the issue of spiritual values. The author, 
@ missionary and a kindergartner in San Luis Potosi, Mexico, has used with success the 
story pattern for teaching a lesson and conveying an idea. Her own children have had to 
move often enough to share the disillusionments of small Mateo, who at eight, the eldest 
of six Perez children, lives-when the story opens-in an adobe farmhouse. When the family 
go to the village to a celebration, a big rain comes and washes their home away. They 
move to the city; the parents find work; the children become happy members of an Evange- 
lical school. But Mateo still grieves over the loss in the flood of his talking bird, 
Beebe. After many adventures Mateo does find Beebe, and the entire family agree that now 
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everything is perfect. The story is told in a gay and simple manner, but the 
author makes her Mexican background secondary to her preoccupation with the Evan- 
gelical work, and the line drawings by Elton Fax fail completely to capture the 
vividness which seems to us essential in a children's book on Mexico.

Norway in the 18th century backgrounds this passionate story of Anne Pernille 

Lindeman, who at sixteen faced the wiping out of all security and the responsibility of 
a dissolute father and her little sisters, poverty that made the life she had assumed 
was theirs by right of heritage, impossible, and disgrace that cut her off from the 
family on her dead mother's side. Fancying herself above any claims of sentiment or 
softness, she married- strictly for security for herself and her sisters- a sea captain 
who made his fortune in smuggling during days when the relations between the Scandi- 
navian countries tottered on uneasy fringes of disaster. She antagonized everyone 
close to her; she ruled her household with an iron rod; she cheated in her marriage - 
but, until a handsome Swede, suspected of spying for his country, came into her life, 
she thought herself immune. Once the depths of a passionate nature were plumbed, she 
was lost to all decency, all integrity. It is a violent and ruthless story of a woman 
who - to the end - knew no law other than those she made for herself and others. As a 
portrait of a period it is unparalleled: - the mores of the aristocrats and the nouveau 

@ riche and the peasants; the artificiality of the standards; the accepted deviations; 
the daily round of living, all come into immediacy in a rich tapestry. The story is 
slow getting under way, but gathers momentum, and carries through a sometimes awkward 
translation.

* The special qualities which brought Shirley Ann Grau to a wider audience than 

a first book ( The Black Prince-1955), particularly a collection of short stories, 
usually obtains- are again affirmed in a long novel which takes the pulse of a primitive 
people on an island off the Gulf of the Mississippi. One can however question whether 
hers is a talent which is more comfortable within the narrower margins of the short 
story: the absence of plot becomes a greater lacuna, and the strong insistence on mood, 
the sudden subtleties of perception are to an extent dissipated in a more ambitious 
book. The Louisiana bayou island here is known as the Isle aux Chiens; it is scrub 
country where nothing grows- but many things run wild- rabbits, packs of dogs, and the 
children of an easy living fishermen people. During the months of a dense, heavy 
summer, a weather breeder which will end with a hurricane, several families share the 
events which take place: Eddie, one of the Livaudais, the "crazy Livaudais", searches 
for his son lost in the swamp, learns that he has gone off with a girl from a neigh- 
boring island, and a feud is launched; old Mamere lies dying and is carried on her bed 
to the only telephone to get her blessing from the priest; Inky D'Alfonso, from New 
Orleans, sails his boat in- and seduces Annie, just sixteen, sullen in her resentment 
of her father's marriage, restless to leave the island- and not quite ready to go when 

@ she finds herself committed.... This island world, alien and apart and tempered by the 
whims of the sea and the sky, has a somnolent fascination; the vitality- and the violence- 
of the lives it shapes are retained and reflected with a very realistic but unquestionable 
lyricism.

.»ebrings to a head the conflicts that have been brewing in a Washington town 
that in 1928 is making the painful transition from a rural settlement to an "“exurb” of 
Seattle. At its simplest the conflict is between Johnny Masters, last of the family that 
once ruled the vally and a throwback to the proud pioneering spirit and Police Chief 
Bryant, formerly of San Francisco, who represents all that is barren and brutal in the 
modern character. At other levels subsidiary characters represent the new country club 
set, the middle-of-the roaders, etc. Bryant and Masters first clash on July Fourth when 
Johnny ignores the Police Chief's citified regulations concerning parades. But a young 
schoolteacher whom they both love brings the two men to actual battle. The psychopathic 
Bryant is killed in an old-time street duel and Johnny gets the girl. The underlying 
theme of the movel is interesting and even important, but the book makes dull reading.

A flighty import from England not only makes felicitous use of felines but 
also parades the foibles and domestic didoes of a pleasant husband and wife, Charles, a 
writer, and Mary Warren, living in the medieval town of Weet. She says she understands 
the talk of their two Siamese (neutered male) cats, Ting and Thai: he does hear a kitten 
talking to him when he has bought a young female as a present for Mary. Tootoo's cockney 
language insults Ting and Thai, drives Charles almost daffy, while Mary makes sure that 
Tootoo becomes Tania's mate and Tootoo proves his valor in routing a belligerent tom and 
in getting hurt when he kills a rat. -And the Warrens, at first disappointed when his novel 
isn't taken by an American moving picture company, get their wish when it is, after some 
entertaining social and hearthside interludes. Comparable, perhaps, to the Norths and 
Cugats in their marital scenes, the Warrens and their communicative pets are a dish for 
those who dote on cat tales....

Jennings' books are filled with the glamour of sails in the wind, of the challenge 
ef the days when shipping before the mast hardened boys into men. Here he has chosen a 
not-too-hackneyed phase of the days leading up to and spanning the War of 1812, for a 
swashbuckling tale of a lad of Chesapeake Bay who finds himself involved in fights, in 
duels before his time, in scrapes which necessitate his hasty departure for Washington- 
and the infant navy. An unsought and unwarranted attack on his ship by the British seeking 
deserters wounds him desperately, and on recovery he seeks a berth in the merchant marine, 
only- once more- to come under British fire, this time in the Virgin Islands. The conflict 
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of loyalties, of shifting international crises, and of the youth's own confusion of 
emotions, torn between lifelong devotion to a red-head he grew up with and new-found 
passion for a lovely Danish girl makes for an action-filled romance. Those who 

like the sea-faring aspects will feel there is too much romance; those who seek the 
romantic aspects will be surfeited with the minutiae of the ships. His balance is 
not as sound as in some earlier books, but his writing has improved.

NONE BUT THE BRAVE $3.50 - 


The slavery question in Kansas of the late 1850's backgrounds the inner 
battle fought by Lt. Lawrence St. Clair and the Quaker Phebe Tanner. St. Clair, new 
and green and politically commissioned, has earned the contempt of Troop B of the 
First Dragoons on his first summer duty and, back at Fort Leavenworth, he is demoted 
to Troop K and the deviling command of Major Arnold, where he learns that although 
he may fear he is not a coward. Phebe becomes involved with the underground rail- 
road and her Quaker convictions prevent her from accepting St. Clair's social world 
and the two are at odds over his inability to take a stand on the depredations of 
the Regulators against the Free Soil adherents. To save Phebe's brother, St. Clair 
is able to defy Arnold, to win his men's admiration and to save his own respect.

The latter difficulty plays little part here, but the meticulously detailed 
devotion to the factual records of the Lewis and Clark expedition, and the repetitious in- 
sistence on certain aspects of their personalities, virtually swamps the pace of story.

The author, a feature writer for the New York World Telegram and Sun, has 
attempted, in this detailed account of the abortive raid on Harper's Ferry, to es- 
tablish the event as "one of the noblest blows ever to be struck for decency and 
right". He traces the erratic career of John Brown, that professional agitator, 
who failed at virtually everything he had undertaken since his boyhood, who had a 
multitude of trades, but who never found his "mission" until he discovered the cause 
of anti-slavery. Brown had operated an Underground Railroad; had fought, along with 
his sons, in Bloody Kansas; and a year before Harper's Ferry, had held a constitu- 
tional convention in Canada, had drawn up a body of laws for the "Provisional 
Government of the U.S." and had named himself commander-in-chief of the armed forces. 
Harper's Ferry in Virginia on the Potomac was then the fitting culmination, in every 
respect, of John Brown's fitful life. He and his band panicked the town, where a 
U.S. arsenal and armory was located, for 32 hours before President Buchanan's dis- 
patched troops, under Lee and Jeb Stuart, could apprehend those raiders who were 
still alive. Brown and his few remaining compatriots were tried for treason and 
murder and were hanged in 1859. This book purports to be a serious study, while 
taking the controversial position of championing the half-mad fanatic Brown, who, had 
he been successful might well have initiated a slave insurrection and worse.
